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Idols: of Politics 


How can politics become an idol? Well, it can become an idol when we put all of our 
time, energy, and resources into these different matters. Whether prime ministers, 
presidents, governors, world leaders, or politicians on either side that is competing for 
leader, for dominance. We know more about the latest news, what is trending, and the 
different laws and agendas being passed than we know about the Word of God. We 
may know the Word of God but we aren't focused with all of our heart, soul, and mind 
into these matters. We care more and delight more in what was going on in the world, 
with our world leaders than we care more about the Word of God. In fact, politics can 
become a distraction and an idol. 

When you stand up more for your political party than you do the Word of God that 
becomes an idol. When you know more and speak more about what's going on in 
politics than you do the Word of God, that's an idol. In fact, it's keeping you from 
spreading the Word of God and fulfilling the Great Commission. In fact, politics is the 
very reason many people dont even see the true Word of God. It keeps them 
distracted. It keeps them preoccupied so that they watch the latest news and are busy 
studying and reading on what is going on in the world rather than making sure that 
their heart, soul, and mind is prepared for God's kingdom. That they are ready for His 


coming and doing the work of God and not sleeping. Make sure that you're awake.

Think about how 
much you spend in order to stay healthy. Your supplements. All your vitamins. All 
your exercise. All your organic foods. These things are not bad itn itself. But it can 
become an idol when you care more about keeping your muscle mass and your 
physical shape and your physique and remaining healthy than you do seeking God. 
And in fact, many times we can think, “Well I'm doing these things while seeking 
God." But not realizing that we put these matters over seeking God. And in fact, we 
want to do everything we can to stay healthy. 
The moment we become sick, especially those who are in chronic illness. They start 
cursing God or they start wondering, asking God “Why’?’. They start hating God and 
they start falling away and trying to seek things in the world to bring them pleasure 
and satisfaction. This can become an idol when we try to hold on to our health so 
much. We are afraid to lose it. And afraid to pray, “whatever it takes God, in order to 
bring people to you and live for you in holiness and true surrender’ This, if you are 
willing to lose your health in order for God's kingdom, It's not an idol. But if you are 


afraid to lose your good health for God's kingdom, it's an idol.

How can a job and a career become an Idol? Well, it can become an idol when we start 
putting our desire to move up in a company and climb that career ladder or make more 
money for promotions, above seeking God and His Word. And in fact, takes more of our 
time in our pleasure, satisfaction, and enjoyment than time with God. Some people may try 
to climb that career ladder and move up in their company or their job or trying to gain 
further promotions that acquire more wealth. Or have people desire them or their skill 
assets more than time with God. They care more about what people think of them in their 


physical position than they do in their spiritual position. This in fact can become an idol. 


Youll also know if it starts to become an idol when you start putting all your time, energy, 
and efforts into trying to obtain more resources, more finances or climb that career ladder. 
You care more about what people at your company, and your job, and your career thinks 
than you care about what your family, your spouse, and your kids think. Or even God for 
that matter. This can become an idol when you start, you will start noticing that all you start 
doing Is talking about your job and wanting to be around your co-workers and others that 
are on the same path of trying to climb that career ladder and gain more promotion and 
riches as you. This can be in fact an idol when you no longer want to serve God with all 
your heart, soul, and mind. But you spend more time at your career and job and thinking 


about it than you do thinking about God and wanting to get alone with Him.

Idols: of Husband & Wife 


How can a husband or wife become an idol? A husband and wife can become an idol when we start putting them above God. When 
we want to do what they do, all the entertainment, the fun, and the activities, and the worldly allurements that they want to do to 
keep themselves occupied rather than God. A spouse can become an idol when were more afraid of losing them than were afraid of 
losing ourselves and spending time with God. It's good, go out, enjoy time with your spouse, go out and enjoy time in life with your 
SPOUSE. 

But going out and having so much fun and making them as an idol can in fact take time away from God. And youll become more like 
them rather than like God. A spouse that wants to disobey God's laws and you just join in with them can become an idol. If you do 
contrary to what they're doing that Is a part from God's laws then that's not an idol. You are to be set apart for holiness. Yes, love and 
honor and cherish your spouse. And respect them, dont be domineering and controlling over them. But we must not go in the way of 
the world, if they're living like the world. We must cherish and love and honor and respect God and also our spouses. But we dont go 
in the way of their worldly living, if they are going in the way of the world. In fact, they must become one. A husband, spouse may 
become one in God's image not the world's image. So you are to be set apart for holy living just as He is holy. But if we become like 
our spouse that Is living for the world, that's in fact an Idol. 

If we are more afraid of losing them to death than living for God. That's an idol. If we are more afraid of them cheating on us than living 
for God then that can be a distraction and an idol. Make sure that you love God and that you focus on Him and not worry about what 
your spouse is gonna do, whether you have them or you lose them. If we live for God we arent going to worry about whether they are 
living or they're dead or if their cheating or If they're being holy to us. If they're being faithful. Yes, these things can hurt us but we must 


honor and respect God and focus on Him with all of our heart, soul, and mind. That's how you can tell if it's an idol or not.

Did you know that happiness can be an idol? Yes it can! But how do we know If 
happiness Is an idol or not?

We almost have one for every single day out of the year - that can be an issue! 

How much are we hoarding in clothing, in our drawers, in our dressers, in our closets, and were not caring more 
about our inward appearance, we care more about our outward appearance than the inward! This can be an issue! 
Because were revealing that we care more about ourselves than we care more about others, our internal 
wellbeing, and who we are on the outside rather than the inside. We care more about what people think of us 
rather than what God thinks of us, and this can become an issue. 

When we elaborately care about our outward appearance more than we care about our inward heart, and our 
mind, and our soul, this is where clothing can become an issue, when we care more about shopping, and making 
sure that we look good on the outside in the presence and sight of others rather we do internally in the sight and 


the presence of God!

Rather than trusting in God, 
the doctor of all doctors, that knows best, scientists of all scientists. Why dont we trust Him? That He knows what's best for 
US? 

In fact, when food Is an idol, people cannot deny themselves and live for God's kingdom. In fact, they are constantly thinking 
about lunch, breakfast, and dinner. Rather than God's Word and digesting His Word. They want the comforts of this life so 
their mind is always on food and drink. Constantly thinking about what they're gonna eat and what they're gonna drink rather 
than God's Word. 

You'll know if it's an idol when all you think about is counting calories and making sure that you have the best quality food 
rather than God's Word. Nothing is wrong with eating healthy and eating food but eat till you're satisfied not til you're gorged. 
Make sure you love God's Word and not be gluttonous on the things of the world. In fact, how we eat can be a reflection of 


how we are spiritually, inside.

In fact, our exercises can 
become more prolonged in the gym or outside or wherever we might be 
exercising. We put all of our time and energy and our mind Is always on 
exercising and the supplements that were gonna take constantly to make sure 
that we keep our physique and our physical muscles and our well-being.

But dont make it an idol so much to where it started out 3 to 4 days a week and 
now its become 6 to 7 days a week. To where all you can think about is time with 
exercising and what youre gonna do in your exercising routine every morning, 
every night, or every afternoon, or however you do it. Rather than time with God, 
it starts taking away time from God. And you start putting your time, and energy, 
and your efforts into exercising. This can be an idol when you start focusing on 


your outward appearance rather than the internal.

In fact, a lot of times when people 
love animals but not humans, they have trust issues. Humans have hurt them so bad in the past that they cant forgive. 
So in fact it’s a secret idol of unforgiveness and resentment and bitterness that has built up inside of you. Unless you 
forgive, you're never gonna understand the love of God. And you're never gonna see the love of God. Animals are 
good to take care of but we cannot love animals more than we love humans.
